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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicants argue "Dhindsa does not teaches 
positioning a substrate at a predetermined distance from the electrode to obtain an intermediate structure". According to the applicants 
the "distance" described in Dhindsa only a factor after the lifting of the substrate has commenced, therefore it should be a non-determined 
distance. The examiner strongly disagrees. Dhindsa clearly teaches the lifting arrangement (212) include an actuator (214) and a lifting 
mechanism (216). The actuator is arranged to move the lifting mechanism any distance* within a range limit (i.e. zero position, or do not 
engaged substrate to maximum distance). Any distance within this ranges is a predetermine distance. The applicants also argue that 
Dhindsa fail to teach or suggest the insulating tape reduces an electrostatic attraction. This argument is not commensurate in scope with 
the previous office action rejection. In previous rejection, the examiner clearly recognizes that Dhindsa fails to disclose the insulating tape. 
However, the examiner provides Kanno reference to make up for this deficiency. The examiner still maintain that it is obvious to modify 
Dhindsa in view of Kanno by using insulting tape because it will help to reduce the attracting force. 
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
